FLYIN6 SQUADRON FOR SPAIN 


(Special to the Herald.) 


NK^POBTNEWS, Va., June 14—The 


most significant news here today is the 
statement by a naval officer that one of 
the most daring movements in the his- 
tory of naval warfare, with Com. Schley 
to put it into effect, is a strong proba- 
bility of the near future. 


This venture is the sending of a new 


flying squadron to Spanish waters to 
locate Spain's reserve fleet. Should the 
fleet remain in the Cadiz harbor the 
plan of the department, it is said, con- 
templates the dispatch of a reinforcing 
squadron and the capture or annihila- 
tion of the Spanish fleet. 


The second squadron would probably 


coisist of two battleships, several cruis- 
ers and a number of colliers. There is 
no doubt that a new squadron will soon 
be formed in Hampton Roads, and all 
indications point to the fact that it will 
be sent across the Atlantic. 


This step may not be inaugurated 


however, until Cervera's fleet is captured 
or destroyed. It is said that the new 
squadron will consist of the cruisers 
Brooklyn (Com. Schley's flagship), Co- 
lumbia, New York, Minneapolis, Bt. 
Louis, St. Paul, Yale and Harvard.

tho houses are, inconceivably filthy. 
They aro tilled with niRs, -vermin aiiH 
dirt of every description. They pos--.es; 
uo fireplace or chimney. All the cock 
lug, iu faot, is dona over a hole scoopuc 
out in tho middle of the floor In tht-,t 
houses men aud women and children 
are huddled tcgather. During the long 
winter mouths they are shut in for 
days ui a time, the cattle often sharing 
their quarters. Every aptrtura has to 
be closed on account of the cold. This 
long imprisonment is perhaps the canse 
of the digruduuoii of the people. Hoiri 
bio diseases result from it, which ari> 
aggravated by nu abnormal cou->ump- 
tloii of arrack, tho strong diotillod drink 
of the Asiatics. Besidt ,s thid, it is au 
invariable rule to maku four days a 
week holidays, with saints' days as ex- 
tras. Smce, they have adopted the holi- 
days of every other country with which 
they ha\e been in contact, H is not sur 
prising that the men liud httlo tuna for 
work. Farming, boo culture and cattle 
breeding aio tho only industries ot these 
people, while throughout tliuirterritory 
thero is uot a single manufactured arti 
ale,—New York Ledger.

The Picket Line Not Captured. 


OFF U . S. CAMP MOCALLA, GCAUTAJI-

TON, JAMAICA, Monday, June 13.— When 
the Associated Press despatch boat 
Dauntless left Guactanamo bay early 
this morning, after the thirteen hours' 
fight of the U. S. marines, under Col. 
Enntingtcu, with the Spaniards, it 'was 
expected that the fightiug would be re- 
newed, and the Marblebead was land- 
ing reinforcements and nothing had 
been heard of the advance picket line 
commanded by Lieutenants Neville and 
Shaw. At nine o'clock the firing was 
resumed by the Spanish, -who appeared 
off tbe camp on the edge of n small is- 
land, about one mile to the northeaat. 
It was promptly returned by thirteen 
riflemen and a three-inch field gun, and 
in a short time all signs of the enemy 
had disappeared. Col. Huutiugton then 
sent to tbe landing for a second three- 
inch gun, which WHS dragged up the 
hill and placed in position on tlie sum- 
mit. The skirmish line kept up a con- 
stant firing all the morning, with what 
result is not known. Meanwhile the 
MarbleLead left the harbor and threw a 
few shells into tbe woods across the i 
neck of land to the northeast of the 
camp. Lieutenants Neville and Shaw, 
with tliirty men of Company C, who 
were thought to have been captured, 
returned to camp in good shape, but 
much exhausted by eighteen hours of 
continuous picket duty.

Sergeant Smith of 'Co. K, was shot 
through the head and instantly killed. 
Lieutenant Neville's detachment held 
its own and effected much more loss on 
tbe Spanish than it sustained.

Washington, June ll—The first divis- 


ion of United States troops to begin the 
invasion ot Cuba sailed from Key West 
nt daylight this morning. The expedi- 
tion comprises 73 officers and 14,564 en- 
listed men, all under the comand of Ma- 
jor General Shatter. A large force of 
transports conveyed the troops under 
the convoy of a strong squadron of war- 
ships, ranging from the immense battle- 
ships to the small gunboats and armed 
fast sailing yachts. 


There have been several changes in the 


plans relating to the expedition, and it 
cannot be stated definitely what 
the 


route of the transports and their convoys 


there Is always a probability of the am- 
munition bo'.nK mixed up. the troops 
supplied with the riprinKfields receiving 
that for those using the Krag-Jorten- 
•en. 


It Is the understanding that the troops 


which have been sent to Santiago de 
Cuba are all supplied with the Krag- 
Jorgensen rifles, but ever, here it Is ad- 
mitted that the possibility of confusion 
Is great. The operations consequent 
upon the landing of troops will neces- 
sitate the use of a large quantity of am- 
*iunition, and supply ships will have to 
be constantly making voyages from Key 
West to the point where the troops are 
encamp_ed. 
In case the marines during their op- 


erations with the army should become 
short of Ammunition they will have to 
wait until the ships can send them a 
supply, instead of receiving a quantity 
from the troops, as would be~"possU>Ie in 
CUSP all were armed with weapons of 
the same calibre. 


Even the great Runs of the army and 


navy do not discharge the same kind of 
ammunition. This is another prospec- 
tive source of embarrassment, even 
greater for live army than can possibly 
be the case with the navy. 
It is proposed by tho ordnance de- 


partment to do all it can to supply the 
troops with an ample quantity of am- 
munition, but when the entire army is 
landed in Cuba, it is appreciated that 
it will be a dilli.-uk task, and that the 
labor wouVl have- been much lighter 
had a uniform calibre been adopted by 
both services. 


TO this end several members of con- 


gress have introduced resolutions au- 
thorizing an in\ estimation of the mutter 
by u competent board. Nothing, how- 
ever, has been done, and during the 
present \\ar, at least, the two sei vices 
will have to struggle "lo»S "ithdifler- 
ent calibres of guns and small arms, 
and undoubtedly with great annoyances 
to both.

The 
route, according to this program, ivas 
along the north coast of Cuba, in an 
easterdly direction. It is nut unlikely, 
however, that the transports and convoy 
will proceed at once It) th'> -western end 
of Cuba and reach Santiago by \\ay of 
the south coast. This route is about 100 
miles lunger than the other, and will 
take half a day more to cover. The first 
of. the transports should reach Santiago 
some time on Thursday. The distance is 
800 miles by one route and itOO by the oth- 
er. But the vessels will proceed leisurely 
accimmiodatinij their speed to the slow- 
est transport. Ail the vessels will keep 
within signaling distance of each other, 
anJ the convoys will always be near to- 
gether to be able to cope with any Span- 
ish man-of-war. The authorities here do 
not anticipate any Interruptions on the 
voyage, and are confident that b.-1'orc the 
end of the week thu army corps under 
General Shafter will be on Cuban soil.

large coal carrying capacity only for 
scouting purposes, and the other being 
to dispatch one squadron ahead, com- 
posed of the lluetest ships and btst Hunt- 
era among the cruiser class, and to follow 
this with a second squadron, probably 
composed of two battleships, a number 
of colliers and several o£ the cruiseis 
with lighter coal capacity. 


The first plan, of course, would be 


solely for the purpose of having good 
ships in Spanish waters, to keep watch 
on the- reserve armada, 'the idea of 
adopting the second plan would be to 
dispatch the swifter cruisers ahead, for 
the purpose ot" fixing- ihu position of 
the Spanish ships, in order that tho 
second and more formidable licet mlyht 
engage the enemy in its own waters if 
occasion pirmitted. 


"The Spanish reserve fleet." said the 


officer referred to, "is in as good condi- 
tion today as it «ver will be, and the re- 
ports coming from Madrid about delays 
In repairs and shortness of ammunition 
are all excuses to gain time. Spain will 
never send her reserve tleet to swallow 
Cervera's dosp, nnd the government 
knows it. We have got to go after them, 
and from the plans now on fool it looks 
as if that would soon tie done." 


When asked about the statement that 


the Newark or the Cincinnati would be 
HaRship of this squadron, the naval at- 
tache laughed and said that no commo- 
dore would go"out on a ship that would 
carry only SOO or 400 tons of coal when 
others of better class were available. 


He confirmed the news to the effect 


that Commodore Schley will probably be 
the man selected to go on this bold and 
hazardous voyage, which is likely to 
startle the whole world for audacity of 
purpose. The Brooklyn or the Ivlew York 
will be the flagship of the squadron. In 
ca.se the presence of both these ships is 
required in Cuban waters, then the Min- 
neapolis or the Columbia, each of which 
can carry 1800 tons of coal in its bunkers, 
to say nothing ot what it can handle in 
other ways, will be selected as flagship 
of the squadron. 


It can be stated on good authority that 


this squadron, if the department decides 
to send it across the ocean, will be made 
up in part of the following cruisers: 


The Brooklyn or New York, probably 


both, in which event the Brooklyn would 
b» the Ilagship; the Minneapolis and the 
Columbia, the St. Paul, th«St. Louis, the 
Yale and tho Harvard. With Cervera's 
fleet out of the way. all of these ships can 
be spared, and they are just the ones to 
send on a long dash, as every one of them 
is rated above 21 knots. Any delay on 
Spain's part in moving its reserve fleet is 
likely to cause the formation of a re- 
enforcing squadron, to be composed of 
two such battleships as the Oregon and 
the Texas, a number of colliers and 
probably several more cruisers.
